ST ATISTICAL CONCEPTS FOR 
ANALYSTS AND MANAGERS 


DESCRIPTION 

The Office of Training, Information Science 
Center, announces the offering of a new course 
"Statistical Concepts for Analysts and Managers" 
(SCAM). The course, emphasizing statistics and 
probability in the analysis of intelligence, has 
been designed and tested during the past six 
months. Special arrangements can be made for 
group attendance. 

Topics covered include classification of 
data, descriptive statistics, combinatorial 
analysis, probability, event density functions, 
confidence interval estimation, hypothesis 
testing, goodness- of - fit tests, Bayesian Analysis, 
the value of information, probability diagram con- 
struction, and use of decision trees. Each 
student solves a number of intelligence problems 
by both manual and automated methods in the above 
areas during both class work and homework. The 
content of the course is oriented to those with an 
elementary mathematics background. 

OBJECTIVES 


Upon conclusion of the course, each participant 
will be able to: 

1. Recognize intelligence problems which 
may be solved by probability techniques; 

2. Structure the information to facilitate 
the solution of these problems; and 

3. Perform the computations to these 
problems .

High school level mathematics ability; 
availability to do one hour of homework each 
evening .
